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DETAILED ACTION 

Continued Examination Under 37 CFR 1.114 

1 . A request for continued examination under 37 CFR 1.114, including the fee set 
forth in 37 CFR 1 .17(e), was filed in this application after final rejection. Since this 
application is eligible for continued examination under 37 CFR 1.114, and the fee set 
forth in 37 CFR 1 .17(e) has been timely paid, the finality of the previous Office action 
has been withdrawn pursuant to 37 CFR 1.114. Applicant's submission filed on 8-27- 
2009 has been entered. 

Election/Restrictions 

2. Claim 1 is allowable. The restriction requirement between Species 1A, 1B and 
1C, as set forth in the Office action mailed on 04-19-2006, has been reconsidered in 
view of the allowability of claims to the elected invention pursuant to MPEP § 821 .04(a). 
The restriction requirement is hereby withdrawn as to any claim that requires all 
the limitations of an allowable claim. Claims 13-14, directed to Species 1B and 1C 
are no longer withdrawn from consideration because the claim(s) requires all the 
limitations of an allowable claim. However, claims 21-26, directed to Group II are 
withdrawn from consideration because they do not require all the limitations of an 
allowable claim. Further, the non-elected claims 21-26 were cancelled by examiner's 
amendment with the approval by Mr. Eckhard Kuesters during the phone interview on 9- 
4-2006 (See Examiner's Amendment below). 
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3. In view of the above noted withdrawal of the restriction requirement, applicant is 
advised that if any claim presented in a continuation or divisional application is 
anticipated by, or includes all the limitations of, a claim that is allowable in the present 
application, such claim may be subject to provisional statutory and/or nonstatutory 
double patenting rejections over the claims of the instant application. 

4. Once a restriction requirement is withdrawn, the provisions of 35 U.S.C. 121 are 
no longer applicable. See In reZiegler, 443 F.2d 121 1, 1215, 170 USPQ 129, 131-32 
(CCPA 1 971 ). See also MPEP § 804.01 .

grooves, or notches to identify said structure from similar free standing structures in 
combination with all other limitations in the claims. Respect to claim 27, the cited prior 
arts fail to disclose or suggest the step of dissolving said substrate to release said 
deposited material to form a plurality of free standing structures from said released 
deposited material; wherein said free standing structures have a code defined by said 
raised pattern, said code being optically readable pattern of text, holes grooves, or 
notches to identify said structure from similar free standing structures in combination 
with all other limitation in the claim. Respect to claims 10-12, 17-20, the reasons for 
allowance were discussed in previous office action.
